To Confer on 


Cuban Crisis 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Kennedy meets with form er P res­ 
ident Dwight D. Eisenhower to­ 
day in an evident bid to rally 
strong national support for criti­ 
cal steps which he may consider 
necessary 
to deal with the in­ 
creasingly dangerous Cuban cri­ 
sis. 
A White House announcement 
of the session—at Camp David, 
Md. — emphasized Cuba as the 
topic for the conference. But it 
did not rule out the prospect that 
Kennedy could discuss with his 
predecessor a broad range of in­ 
tensifying cold war conflicts with 
the Soviet Union. 
Before flying to Camp David 
by helicopter Kennedy met with 
the 
National 
Security 
Council, 
presumably 
to 
discuss 
possible 
future 
moves 
against 
the 
pro­ 
com m unist government of Cuba 
in the wake of this week’s abor­ 
tive anti-Castro invasion. 
In the midst of these 
develop­ 
ments, the President was report­ 
ed to have ordered a thorough 
•tudy of reasons for the defeat 
of 
the 
rebel 
invasion 
attem pt 
which began last weekend with 
the United States’ moral support 
—and, it was generally believed 
here, with some backing of U. S. 
money and arms. 
The President was understood 
to be concerned about what some 
authorities called a failure to cal­ 
culate accurately in advance the 
strength of Prime Minister Fidel 
C astro’s military 
reaction 
to the 
rebel assault as well as possible 
errors in intelligence.

secretary 
Pierre Salinger disclosed Friday 
night 
that 
Kennedy 
and 
Eisen­ 
hower would meet at Camp Da­ 
vid, 
the 
Catoctin 
Mountain 
re­ 
treat near Gettysburg, Pa 
which 
Eisenhower used for conferences 
with foreign leaders. 
The 
President 
arranged 
the 
luncheon session in a telephone 
call to Eisenhower Friday morn­ 
ing. The former chief executive 
was at his Gettysburg farm. 
Salinger said Kennedy wanted 
to bring Eisenhower up to date 
on the Cuban situation, believing 
that “ as leader of the Repubi- 
can party and as former presi­ 
dent he should know what the sit­ 
uation is.” 
Salinger 
also 
disclosed 
that 
Kennedy had been in indirect con 
tact with Gov. Nelson A 
Rocke­ 
feller of New York, another Re 
publican leader, and that he had 
conferred Friday with Sen. Barry 
Coldwater, R-Ariz. 
The contacts with Republicans 
followed Kennedy’s meeting at the 
White House Thursday with for­ 
mer Vice President Richard M 
Nixon, 
his 
Republican opponent 
for the presidency last year. 
Nixon said in New York Friday 
night that he had told Kennedy 
he would support him “ even to 
the 
commitment 
of 
American 
arm ed forces,” 
Nixon said that as a private 
citizen he would back Kennedy 
in such a move if Kennedy con­ 
sidered it necessary to “ stop the 
buildup of the Communist beach­ 
head in Cuba.” 
Both Kennedy and Eisenhower 
arranged to fly to Camp David 
by helicopter, Kennedy going di­ 
rectly from the White House and 
Eisenhower from his farm.

Death and misery came to the 
Preston Mitchell Ranch in slow 
stages two years ago. 
Many of his sheep becam e sick 
and died. Others staggered drunk­ 
enly around the rolling hill coun­ 
try of the Wyoming-South Dakota 
border are. In all 127 of the ani­ 
mals died. The Mitchells sold 327 
others. 
Then Mitchell, his wife Laura 
and their six children also were 
afflicted with a strange malady 
Their hair fell out.

Man Is 'Menace,' 


Gets Prison Term 


CLEVELAND (AP)—“ You 
are 
a menace to society. I can not 
permit

on the ears of Frank Cypryla, 32 
of Akron, who was sentenced Fri 
day to eight years in the federal 
penitentiary.

used to promote a civil war in 
Cuba. 
The vote on the first proposal, 
sponsored by seven Latin Am er­ 
ican countries, was 5913. Cuba, 
Guinea, 
Lebanon, 
Morocco 
and 
the 
Soviet 
bloc 
were 
opposed 
There were 14 abstentions. 
The United States and the spon 
sors voted for the final text even 
after the assembly had failed to 
give the necessary two-thirds m a­ 
jority to a vital paragraph with 
which 
the 
resolution had 
come 
from the political committee. 
That 
paragraph 
asked 
U N . 
mem bers 
“ which belong to the 
Organization of American States 
to lend their assistance” toward 
a peaceful settlement and to re­ 
port back to the I N.” as soon 
as possible, 
within the 
present 
year. 
The assembly gave it a vote 
of 56-32. with 8 abstentions 
The 
committee had recommended the 
provision Friday with a vote of 
56 28, with 14 abstentions. In the 
assembly, Ethiopia. Mali, Nigeria 
and Upper Volta switched from 
abstention to no to defeat it. 
The U.S. view was that the out 
come was “ not a disaster,” since 
the OAS was still mentioned else 
where in the resolution. 
The proposal did not spell out 
Cuba’s charges. Nor did

into Latin America, the conven 
tion on friendship and permanent 
consultation;

declara­ 
tions dealing with economic and 
cultural matters. 
Meeting in this southern Brazil 
ian port across the Uruguay River 
from 
Argentina, 
Quadros

Frondizi were full of praise 
for 
Kennedy’s 
Latin

They said the long-sought goals 
for Latin America, is contained 
in the spirit of the Bogota Charter,

The new dispositions in the face 
of tile insurgent military threat 
were announced in a radio ad­ 
dress by Premier Michel Debre. 
Joxe and Olie would take over 
the functions of Jean Morin and 
Gen. Fernand Gambiez who are 
now being held in Algiers.

injure soybeans if heavy rains oc­ 
cur shortly after application. 
Alanap-3 at 4 pounds active in­ 
gredient per acre (overall) is ef­ 
fective on many annual broadleaf 
weens such as 
pigweed, 
lambs- 
quarter 
and 
ragweed, 
but 
not 
smartweod. It also controls many 
annual grasses. Alanap-3 is applied 
to the soil surface after planting 
but before the crop and w e e d s 
emerge. Ixiwer rates are recom ­ 
mended in sandy soils, because 
heavy rains will carry the m ater­ 
ial to the soybean roots and cause 
damage. 
CIPC at six to eight pounds per 
acre overall has given good con­ 
trol of most annual grasses a n i 
certain annual broadleaf weeds in­ 
cluding sm ailweed. Usually CIPC 
does not control ragweed and pig­ 
weed. CIPC can be applied from 
time of planting up to crop em er­ 
gence, but before the weeds are 
up. 
A mixture of Alanap J a n d 
(TPC each at two pounds active 
ingredient per acre

one of the most consistent pre- 
emergence 
controls 
of 
both 
broadleaf and annual grasses in 
soybeans. This mixture has giv­ 
en better results than either of

This mixture should be applied 
after planting but before c r o p 
emergence. 
The above recommendations ane 
on an overall treatment basis. The 
c >st can be reduced by band treat­ 
ing over the rows and by cultivat­ 
ing between the rows. Spray so­ 
lutions are mixed as for an over­ 
all application and the sprayer is 
set to spray as for an overall treat­ 
ment but nozzles are closed bet­ 
ween rows and only the nozzles 
over the row’ are left open.

PASTE wax is 
suggested 
for 
wood floors and cork tile. It can 
also be used on some smooth floor­ 
ing materials, such as lineoleum 
a n i vinyl. It s Ii o u I d not be used 
on asphalt or rubber tile. 
Paste wax gives the greatest pro­ 
tection and longest wear for the 
least cost. It takes carefcul appli­ 
cation and some maintenance, bul 
it doesn’t have to be reapplied 
very often. 
To apply paste wax, make sure 
that tile floor is clean and dry. Ap­ 
ply a thin coat and let dry for 30 
minutes. 
Buff 
well. 
If desired, 
apply a second coat in the same 
way. 
Two thin coats are better than 
a single, heavy coat. Although 
buffing will harden a single coat, 
there will be soft slippery spots 
under the surface. Paste wax 
that is not polished is slippery 
also. 
Cleaning and polishing wax is 
made Uke paste wax but contains 
enough solvent to make it a liq­ 
uid It may be used for polishing 
or for cleaning and polishing at 
the sam e time.

To use as a polishing wax, start 
with a clean, 'dry floor. Apply wax 
ie a thin coat with a cloth, special 
applicator, or machine.

The problems of tenant landlord 
agreements in the feed grain pro­ 
gram are causing some concern. 
This can be expected since 38 per 
cent of the 
farms 
in 
Pickaway 
County are tenant operated. 
Tenants and landlords Involved 
in only one farm will be treated 
just as an owner-operator. The 
division of payment for diverted 
acres in a tenant landlord opera­ 
tion will be made as the farm 
agreement calls for on crop re­ 
turns. This problem, 
however, 
must be handled by the two par­ 
ties involved. 
The following are some questions 
that tenants and landlords ane con­ 
cerned with: 
Question —- What if a landlord 
owns more than one farm and ex­ 
ceeds the corn base 
acreage on 
one of his farms? 
Answer — lf the corn base acre­ 
age is exceeded on any farm own­ 
ed by the landlord his share of 
the feed grains on this farm and 
all other farms owned by the land­ 
lord are ineligible for price sup­ 
ports. 
Some examples of this problem 
are: Landlord A owns three farms. 
The corn base on farm 
A is 20 
acres, farm B is 40 acres, and 
farm C is 35 acres. The tenant on 
farm A plants 20 acres of corn, 
farm B participates and plants 32 
acres of com , but the tenant on 
farm C plants 40 acres of corn ex­ 
ceeding his 1959-60 base. The land­ 
lord is ineligible for price supports 
on the normal total production of 
com on farm B. If feed g r a i n 
yields had not been overplanted on 
farm C participation on farm B 


would not have bene affected . 
Another example: Landlord 
B 
owns two farms. The com base on 
farm A is 65 acres and on farm 
B it is 40 acres. The tenant on 
farm A reduces the 
acreage 
of 
corn 20 per cent to 52 acres. The 
tenant, on farm B plants 39 acres 
of com . The landlord is eligible 
to receive price support on 
the 
corn grown on farm A. The ten­

von 
Brentano has called upon the United States 
to exert g r e a t e r leadership in 
the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization in an 
effort to make the loosely joined military 
forces of the NATO command less suscept­ 
ible to leadership indecision. 
He also has suggested the expansion of 
NATO’s concept into a fmily of free world 
partners sharing politicial and economic 
liabilities, as well as the military burdens, 
of cold war cooperation. 
Dr. von Brentano’s views are consider­ 
ed close to those of Chancellor Adenauer 
and thus may be taken as at least an un­ 
official 
view of the 
g o v e r n m e n t . 
This 
leaves the German position in wide vari­ 
ance to the announced view’s o f French 
President de Gaulle, who has made it plain 
he envisions a NATO policy which leaves 
the preponderance of military decision in 
the hands of the individual members. 
DeGaulle will not permit nuclear arm s 
on French soil unless under the command 
of Frenchmen, he believes strongly that 
France must work out its own destiny 
through a joint participation in NATO and 
an independent army, and he has condi- 
toned the extent of future French partici­ 
pation in NATO with a major overhaul of 


the organization’s c o m m a n d machine 
which would give France an equal voice 
with Britain and the United States in al­ 
liance policy making. 
These proposals have been received cool­ 
ly in Washington, although no outright re­ 
jection has been made. But in view of the 
German government’s unofficial call 
for 
stronger U. S. leadership combined W’ith j 
greater consultation among NATO m e m ­ 
bers, it appears the meetings between De- 
Gaulle and Adenauer last summer were j 
not fruitful in resolving differences be­ 
tween the two countries. 
Adept U. S. leadership will be needed to 
keep the opposing proposals from becom­ 
ing a serious bone of contention within the 
alliance. 
There is a greater danger from misinter­ 
pretation of the divergent view's, however, 
than in the proposals themselves. Presid­ 
ent de Gaulle's request for greater French 
participation and Foreign Minister v o n 
Brentano’s desire for greater consultation 
of all NATO members represent yearn­ 
ings to participate more strongly in the or­ 
ganization. These are solid examples of the 
importance each n a t i o n places in the I 
alliance and reflect a commendable de­ 
sire for improvement.

statue of Gen Lee identical to the 
Lee s t a t u e on Monument Ave­ 
nue in Richmond 
“ The hundred years that have 
elapsed since the opening of that 
tragic event in the history of our 
n a t i o n,” Long told the Senate 
“ have healed the wounds caused 


by four y e a r s of anger, destruc­ 
tion and bloodshed 
“ I believe the time has come for 
Gen 
I.ee to come home to the 
mansion in Arlington. Always he 
has been there in spirit, and I sug­ 
gest, Mr President, that that spir 
it is one which all Americans re­ 
vere and from which all Ameri­ 
cans have p r o f i t e d in their 
quest for national greatness 
I.ee left Arlington House, as it 
was then called, for the la-t time 
just IOO y e a r s ago, on April 22, 
1861, after resigning his commis­ 
sion in the t inted Sta’es Army. He 
went to Richmond to offer his serv 
ices to the Confederacy. He never 
saw Arlington House again except 
for a fleeting glimpse from a train 
after the Civil War.

1861. Lee rejoined his family at Ar­ 
lington House. 
President Lincoln, on the advice 
of Gen 
Winfield 
Scott, 
offered 
Lee the command of federal forc­ 
es in the field. Fort Sumter wa^ 
bombarded in April, and then Lees 
native Virginia seceded. 
Lee made his greatest personal 
decision on the night of April 19, 
1861. While friends and relatives 
gathered at Arlington House, Lee 
walked alone beneath Arlington's 


Traveller, Lee's favorite horse, 
outlived his kindly master. He car­ 
ried Lee proudly during the war, 
carried him on the lonely ride 
through d r i v i n g rain back to 
P.ichmond after Appomattox, and 
remained faithfully at his service 
while Lee was president of Wash­ 
ington College at Lexington, Va , 
until his death

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Most 
counties surveyed favor local ad­ 
ministration of welfare programs, 
a governor’s Cabinet meeting re­ 
port showed today. 
County commissioners and wel­ 
fare departments were asked fur 
their views on recommendations 
by an Ohio welfare study group 
last February, 
Forty-nine of the 58 counties an­ 
swering questionnaires to date de­ 
clared for county administration 
Seven said they favored state ad 
ministration. 
Of the 49 favoring locaJ admin 
nitration, 24 preferred state han­ 
dling of the aid for the aged pro 
gram, 8 were for state operation of 
the crippled children’s program 
and 3 wanted state administration 
of the child welfare program. 
The welfare study group reeom 
mended state financing of welfare 
programs with local administra­ 
tion and local contribution of reve­ 
nues from a substitute 8-lot bs of 
a mill levy on real property. That 
levy would substitute for various 
smaller levies such as Biose for 
care of dependent and crippled 
children. 
"The majority response to the 
recommendation for the removal 
of the various millage require­ 
ments and the implementation of 
a single 8-lOths mill levy was neg­ 
ative,” the report said.

The Legislative schedule of bills 
heard and passed this week were: 
Monday — Thirty eight bills 
were heard in the Committees an/d 
eight of them were passed by the 
House of Representatives. Bills of 
interest locally were House Bill 30 
which provides for more severe 
penalty in the s e n t e n c e for 
rape and attempted rape of a fe­ 
male person under 16; House Bill 
407 relative to destruction of prop­ 
erty line m arkers; and House Bill 
230 w h i c h is to establish a War 
of 1812 sesquicentennial commis­ 
sion to execute and co-ordinate 
plans for the observance of the 
sesquicentennial of the War of 1812 
as it evolved in Ohio. 
Tuesday —- Sixty four bills were 
heard rn the Committees and ten 
were passed by the House. Of spe­ 
cial interest was House Bill 416 
regulating the distribution and pos­ 
session of dangerous drugs and 
H o u s e Bill 18 which eliminates 
highways. 
Wednesday — Thirty nine bills 
were heard and seven were pass­ 
ed.
